This satisfaction is our birthright, 
a safeguard for fair and lawful dealing of ineati- 
miible Talue. Hut sow, the runvici ion hiving 
b*ell oblaihed, the whole case is to he virluallv 
retried in the lit me- office, in eecrecy, on garbled 
and rj- jtxrir evidence, \?itlnul the power of reply 
and CTOSd-cximination. We have no dp sire to 
encroach on the Queen's prfrojtMive of mercy, 
solemnly nndi^ceptionallyused. Vntilwehave 
Borne available Appeal against iiua#tionab\e con- 
viclii'it.-, we mui-t acr.cpt the remedy of Royal 
pardon fur the innocently condtmned as a miti- 
gation of cruel injustice. Hut this pirneesi ii 
ahvays uncertain, liable to double error, nnd 
savouring far too much of the notion of favour 
and absululiiiin to he cuM^murily extended. 
When it ii the mode and not (he exception, tht 1 
tyr»nny and the abuse, arieiri(r fro-n imiinrfection 
of the means of ascertaining the trtilb and incom- 
petence in deuling with if, if from no other 
Cause, will be hundredfold, and the im;iicion 0 | 
thia a tar Clumber dealing intolerable. And we 
bejr tc asli, what ia to become of all notions 
of the certainty of punishment ? Tlow is 
(hit '■ lottery " of his fste, whirh lua 
again and iigain and again been insisted on by 
everybody as a positive inducement to the 
criminal lo gamble with justice, to be kept out 
of sight snd knowledge, and deprived of iti 
constantly proclaimed tempt itions ? 

Wo call upon our repreiientitiws to throw 
out t Vila wretched Hill, this confession of in- 
competence, joined lo a demand for uncon- 
trolled power, this usurpation of lli3 functions 
of justice by thois least fitted to exorcise them, 
this secret, ami. it may be, capricious deeding 
with the rrsulti of careful criminal trials. No 
doubt, there ia a difficulty in dealing with our 
convicts ; but we give tank, honnur, palionage , 
and power to MinLiten because ive presume 
them to he men capable of overcoming diffi- 
culties. And never, within our recollection, bse 
incapacity set forth a claim on a plea bo 
pitiful and rj.nitempliblL ii (his, that il 
must be allowed to wreak its dis- 
cretion or indiscretion on each individual sub - 
iect, as a remedy foi its own pecviiisr unfitness 
to chalk out a generJ design applicable, with 
reasonable and ascertained dotiiliona, to the 
classea of nH'-raders. If Sir (ieorge Grey has 
nothing else to offer, the remedy is vtry easy — 
try soTtebody else in the Htuno-BecretBryship. 
The worst candidate for office cm have no mure 
inordinate proportion to make thin that, M he 
does not know what to do, we may allow him to 
do just whal he likes wilb each criminal. 

Mr. Bnwyer bcjjs leave to echo hia own last 
absurdities. On Mr. Adderley's moving the 
second reading of the Industrial Schools Hill, 
whereby vagrant children may be nken by the 
guardians of (he poor front lie street*, and 
taught an hcnesl calling, Mr. Howycr 
cucku;cd his former objscHon :— " It was 
all very well lb call such ostabliahmenls schools, 
hot really they would b* prisons, in which chil- 
dren might be kept away from their parents 
until reaching the age of l r > years." Why, Hrhat 
are all schools, in one senae, bul juvenile pri- 
»ons, in which children are kept, often aorsly 
against their wills, in order that, on attaining 
eome such age at" 15 years," they may be the 
better for the teaching and tin discipline ? And 
thil taeae poor vagrant children should he kept 
apart " from their parents " is but an eatra 
blessing. Such parents have turned their rela- 
tion into aa great a curse as they can devise.

The im- 
p.irinnee of the subject is beyond all impeach- 
ment. At the .Society of Arts an Wednesday 
evening I ist seme »Uli»(ics were produced which 
will enable Ihe mo, t cursory reader to carry in 
his memory (he m*gi]i:ude of the facts. Of the 
total export* of ibis rmntry— that is to asy, of 
the whole of that produce by the value of which 
we maintain our national position — one-third ia 
conrioar.d by cotlon manuf.,e|ure.> alone. Last 
year, ufier tljthing the fnlirc population rtf 
these ishnils, our eotFua-^pinnors esported 
poods to the amount of more than 32 millions 
sterling in price - f and no extensive la the 
operation of this supply upm Ihe general 
protperily of the country that an 
increaHe, as Lord Slinley observed, of 
Id. j»r pound in tits cost of the raw 
material is rr|uivtdell to a national loss of four 
or five miliums. In Bhort, as our wcilth do- 
psads upon manu fa ft urea, an do our manufactures 
depend upon cotton, nnd unksa cuttnn is sup* 
lied in sulfieienl nullities our industry and our 
"puhnce musl fail logether. Here is ihe firsl 
step in the argument— a step admitting of no 
doubt or nueslioTi, 

The nert concerns llie insecurity of this all- 
impottant supply us at present organised. Of 
the liiin,tilii),i»01h. weight of eo'Dn which w B 
imported last year, 700,000,0001b. same from Ihe 
I'nitcd Stales, and, as our readers know, from 
the Southern provinces of the Union eapecially. 
Now, the cotlon crop is not only liable In the or- 
dinary atmospheric calamities, but is cultivated 
through the instrumentality of an institution 
which nobody can approve, and whith many are 
ardently striving In abolish. Slavery and cotton- 
growing act and reict upon each ciher— slaves 
produce the cotton harvest, and the value of thia 
harvest stimulates the practice of slavcholding. 
The. result of all this is, that four-filths of our 
entire aupp'y are exposed to a double haz.iTd — 
to the chances of the climuls, where a bad sea- 
son for any part of the crop is a bad season for 
the whole, and In the ehanees of domestic 
(Tcuble, where trouble of some sort seems always 
menace!. If our imports nf cotton tvera. made 
up of coat ribu tin it a from several ipjurlers of the 
globe, a* was onto the case, a bid bar real in one 
country might be compensated by a gool one in 
another, wbcreas by depending upon America 
alone we are keeping all our egga in a single 
baaket. And even this does nol comprise all 
the hearings of the case. Our supply from 
America, besides being thus insecure, is actually 
insufficient, and threatens lo become more so. 
This, in fact, ia the more alarming feature 
of the two. Aa regards the insecurity of 
the supply from the United Grates, we 
might peibaps rely wilhnul much appre- 
hension upon the zeal and vigilance of the 
American planters, and upon the operation of 
interests as active on one aide of the o.:ean as 
on the other. Anything like an absolute failure, 
his rjever occurred ye I, and perhaps, therefore, 
never might occur ; while the organizat cm of 
lh» trade across the AMintic is so perfect, and 
the article it «clf of such excellent quality, that 
nothing better could be asked than the continu- 
ance and expansion of such a commerce in the 
proportions derircd. Unfortunately, however, 
the Americans themselves have felt and acknow- 
ledged that, in the matter of cotton, consump- 
tion has been gaining upon production until the 
roaources nf the tatter are likely to give way, 
aince 1W17 nnr consumption Ii=lb risen from 
H I! .000,0 001 bs. to ten times tint amount, and 
other countries aro becoming consumers too. 
It is therefore manifestly of the utmost import- 
ance that we should look about for fresh sources 
of supply ; and this is (he second stage of the 
argument, allowinjt of no more dissent than the 
fiisr. 

In what direction, then, are we to go for 
what we so urgently want f As it happens, 
cotton is by no means peculiar to a single soil 
or two, as must be evident, indeed, from what 
has been mentioned about our importations in 
times pist. Il will grow freely in many patts 
of Asia, Africa, and America — not everywhere, 
perhaps, in equal perfection, but, at any rate, in 
almost boundless quantities. More than soil, 
however, is required for such harvests aa these. 
Cotton planting on the scale now spoken of re- 
(|uirea plecleoui capital, vigorous energies, aud, 
above all, cheap and abundant labour. The ful- 
filment of this last condition can be looked for 
at present in one ennnbry only, and that country 
ia India. In this, as in in many other particu- 
lars, nothing can exceed the resources of our 
Oriental empire. It wis stated by Mr. Smith, 
the member for Stockport, at the meeting on 
Wednesday, that a single province of India, 
bearing about Ihe same proportion to the whole 
dependency tint ihe county of Kant dees toQreat 
Britain, could or ileelf produce mora cotton 
than the total growth of the United State*. The 
eountry, moreover, ia exceedingly populous, and 
the people patient, induatriotu, and docile. Ai 
a practical remit, therefore, we arrive at the con- 
cluaion that the cultivation of cotton tn India ia 
perfectly feeaible, and is nf the greatest and 
most urgant importance to our national pros- 

P, Tho'ie who have not given much previa*, 
attention to IhU que.tion may b. likely .»Pu 8 h to 



marvel where, afler all these successful 0£mon . 
slrations, ihe di llieulty can lie, If India were 
siill thB patrimony of Ihe Mngtila, the ease might 
he different, bul at it ia British territory, under 
Hritish Government, and is we have certainly 
no lack of energy or capital, why should we not 
forth wi- 1 1 grow cotton in (Welsh as su mm aril) 
as we grow corn in Norfolk, and thus make one 
pirtof the empire find aliment fur another, to 
the manifest advantage of the whole ? 
The answer to ibis inquiry involves 
ihe only rmharrassrnents in the esse, 
and wq cannot hut lm«t ihcy will admit of *ir. 
lual removal. India, though undrr Ilriiidi 
government, is not immediately under that gOr 
vcrnmens which we enjoy at home. It is ft& 
mtaiitered by thrt KaM India Company, and 
after a fashion not exactly agTceahto to lliiti'li 
speculators or re»i,h-nts. Over a vast portion of 
its ten i lories no land can be ai- qui red in fee 
simple, and whil is of more weight, perbapi, 
than any surh specific disability, iks hi, ,l 0 
r'oUnlry is irt the I) mils and under the govern- 
ment of a tiii'lynf men who, as contrasted wilb 
mercantile settlers, may he regarded as a nrl- 
vileged and dominant class. An independent 
Englishman ii lulis something like an inde- 
pendent Londoner in a fit I mall Club, if such a 
position can be imagined, tt is true that per- 
sonal andenraTnpreiilfref'lomcannnw beenjnyetl 
ln nfargiea'or extent than formerly, hut there 
still temnina enough cnnlr.il and domination Ui 
be very distasteful lo free setlleo. 
In point of fuct, exempt as officers of the 
Company, Englishmen will nol go in any num- 
ber i j India. M b-y will go 1 1 Hoigliong, Sierra 
l.eone, the Valkhnd Maids, or Bermuda, hut 
they will not settle freely in Hi ndoettn. The 
consequence is that [wo out or the four requi- 
site* for cn'ton produce lira trant ng. There ia 
llie soil anil Ihere are tin bus Sand men, hut the 
capital and tin- energy am not forthcoming. 

Of course, it will be suggested as a remedy 
both natn-al and expedition,*, ibal this stale of 
things should 1ft terminated or modifie l hy Elm 
more or less enmpleu assimilation uf India tn 
the other dominions of ihe Crown, end some 
such result we should certainly rejoice tn wit- 
ness. It would, be ehildinh, however, to deny 
or conceal the fact that impediments to this 
aesimilalion are found not only in the tradition* 
of the Company hut in ihe actual and visible 
disposition of Ihe la Jinn population. India, in 
these cimdiiinns, resemble* no uMmr British de- 
pendency. Jtia not an unsettled or a lulf- 
s et tied couftti-y where a ap area or mongrel papu- 
lation givi-a way or disappears before lb- hardy 
Anglo-Sason elcmenl. It is an ancient empire, 
peopled to orerfl owing with a race which, though 
indifferent In political independence, is frantically 
apprehensive of innovation, and so instincrively 
given to the luxury of plotting as to conspire 
often without any praclicil idea of revolt, A 
l-'ilibustut in a nunnery would hardly be morr 
out of place Hun a Manchester agent in a 
Hindoo village. If other Hriii-h territories are 
otherwise governed, -niter Hritiah territories, il 
should be lemembercd, are nol liable to convul- 
sions from a mistake aa to the grease on a car- 
tridge or the ornament on a head-dress ; and 
the anomalous admlnis 1 ration is bul adapled to 
an anomalous state of affairs. Here, ho'vever, 
is Ihe hitch. Unglishmer. will not cart v Their 
capital to India because they do not like the 
government under which they would have lo 
live ; and this government must s!mwo necessa- 
rily be objectionable, he-ause it ia framed, in 
the first instance, to mi?t llie require men la of a 
totally different race. The question seems one 
of adjustment, and it may possibly be difficult i 
hut those who produce a solution will lie among 
Ihe best benefactors of their country, and Ihe 
gratitude of the public is fairly due to all who, 
like the promoters of the recent meeting, bring 
Ihe subject into prominent and serviceable 
notice.

If ariy reader should imagine it hopeless for 
ordinary persons to obtain a clesr idea of the 
national revenue, »f think we can presently 
disabuse him of his error. Our accounts, in- 
deed, may admit of a aimpliScatlnn, hut the 
mere income of the State is as plain and com- 
prehensible a mailer as the income of a private 
tradesman. It it divided into two large branches, 
one of which comprises the duties levied on 
cnmmodiliea brought lo us from abroad, and the 
other the duties levied upon produce or proceed- 
ings at home. The items in (ha first branch go 
under the general name of Customs j those of 
Ihe litter under that or Inland Revenue; and 
here ia the whole revenue of ihe country. The 
Cuitoms yield about £2!J,f)0O,0nO a year, the 
Inland Revenue about £37,000,000— making 
(ogether some £ M.OOO.OW) aa the general 
income of the State in ordinary times. 
In fast, for the ten years immedi- 
ately preceding the late war the 
actual revenue ranged from f, r . 1,0 00,0 1)0 to 
£S-!,000 7 000, without any wider variatiua. When 
emergencies occur, the Income-tax provides us 
with a special instrument of aid. and produces 
about £1,000,000 aterllng annually for every 
penny in the pound of duty, A fvw minor and 
miscellaneous receipts are brought in afterward*, 
but they may be neglected in a broad conside. 
ration of the whole. 

Supposing, however, a correct idea of facts to 
he acquired from thia outline, how are the de- 
tails to be understood ? This information also 
is readily attainable. On each of the two great 
subjects ebovomenlioned a report Ins recently 
appeared, giving a large amount of intelligence, 
well digested and welt arranged. The incidence, 
indeed, and the operation of any p irticular tai 
or duty can now be investigated with great 
facility, and its merits or demerits easily 
weighed. One important branch of revenue — 
that arising from the Tost Office — though 
not conopieuoua in the mere amount 
of ita return is bo special in its character as to 
require consideration apart from the rest, and it 
has been treated accordingly in a report by itself, 
which we selected for analysia a fsw days ago. 
To the Report upon the Cualoms, too, our 
readcre have been already introduced, and it 
now remains to make them acquainted with that 
upon the Inland Revenue, 

The Inland Ret enue comprises three principal 
aoaroea of income — the excise, stamps, and 
■■ taxes," npecialty so termed, which contribute 
to the total of £27,000,000 aboremcntioned in 
the proportion of £17,000,000, £7,000,000, and 
£S,000,000 respectively. The groaa receipts, 
indeed, of the Excise Duties in the year ending 
with March, 1M50, exceeded £18,000,000, and 
of thia upwards of £15,000,000 was raised from 
spirits and malt alone. The Spirit Dulica hold a 
peculiar and exceptional place among taxes, fat 
bere there i* no object in 
caniumplian, not ia it arty 
congratulation that the Bale of such 
commoditieB ahoold increase. The chief 
and in view ia the maintenance of ihe Revenue, 
and, if tola could be attained ai well by a high 
aa a low rate of duty, the former would ba ai 
admissible at Ihe latter, except for the important 
consideration of illicit manufacture- When the 
| duty ia very Ugh the premium placed up*n un- 



lawful distillation becomes irresistible, and dis- 
order and troubles are aure to ensue. The late 
increase of duty on spirits has heen attended 
with a diminution of consumption, but Ihe Com- 
m : ssioners do not regard the deficiency aa due 
riliiigelher, or even in a material degree, tn the 
Bugmenled Us, and are dispc-sel lo anticiptte 
improved returns in future years. A relaxation 
mada in one point or ihe law in very remarkable, 
no', as afTecting any considerable! amount of in- 
cone, but as showing huw siiiKular and rem its 
nftity tOntolimCs bn the operation of a tax, Of 
course, ihe idea of a spirit duty is a duly up m 
dram-drinking — upon luxury, at any rale, if tne 
upon ini initiation ; hilt it happens lhai 
spirits era aim wanted fer purposes 
utterly unconnected wilh such tastes. They are 
U"cd in various luunubttlur 'h, in many opera- 
tions of chymliftry, and even in mufeums limy 
may bs seen to Ii 1 1 many a lin'Me, wilh its 
" sperimen " enel ued. Now. as It was certainly 
rather hard to visit these bsrnaltifts employment* 
of alcohol with the weigh! nf a duty intended 
I i bn penal, how was the difficulty to be evaded I 
If spirits were aBoared to be s dd duty-free for 
lhr'«e uses, when Was [he Security lhat. though 
purchased on such pretences, they might not 
find [heir way down pe iple's I brunt i? The 
trjmmiseionera eseiped tin- dilemma by an 
Limu*ing expedient. After " an extensive series 
of experiments " they at Ust bit upon a prepa- 
raltnniHi niiuseous that whorl mixi l wilh spirit it 
would render il rjndrinkabl', although llie 
cliyinical properties of the aleah i remained 
unimpaired. In this state, rtn-l under the nane 
of" Methylated Spirit." iha required eo-Bt«editj 
can he nbtained, on ceitiin conditions, duty-free; 
anil the sacrifice of £H : 2, : ii I of revenu- wati liiiis 
made lost year for the benefit of 
science and trade. Afl r spirit! and mill the 
chief items of excise arethose drawn fr,im pupir. 
and from the licenses required for tile pursuit o* 
v„riou* irtdes— each belween £1 .oi.ln.oiiii and 
£l..i000.iai0. 

The branch of [he Inland Revenue constituted 
by ihe stamp ditties docs nol exhibit any items 
of such marked prepinderinrie as [hose of spirits 
and malt in ihe relurnt of the lixcise. The 
legacy and succession duties produce Ihe UrJgeit 
arnounl. vise., II, 700.1)00 ; but fire insurances 
yielj £l,:!til),tVHi ; probates of wills and letters 
of administration £ I ,'J0[>,o0p. and deeds and 
nlher instruments aa much more, round numbers 
being liken throughout. Newspapers noar yield 
only £'25i),000, and among Ihe minor heads of 
revenue we find £7 1.000 derived from gold and 
si leer plite. £ btl.Otiil from patent medicines, and 
£12.000 from cards and 'dice, lender atamps 
loa are included caiuin licenses distinct from 
those dialributed -under the bead of 
Excise. The former comprehend brewer*, 
publicans, griieeri., mtlMrr«, tea-dealers, etc ; 
the latter include attorneys, bankirs, pawn, 
brokers, hiwkeri. and ao forth: but produce 
altogether only aona? £200,i)<10. 

If we omit the Income-tax, in its huge but 
anomalous proportions, and confine our attention 
ui.lv ii the regular und ordinary imposts classed 
under the dsne-minafiiin of "Tumi," it is sur- 
prising (o find h'lw very little income is raised 
under this old-fashioned and comprehensive 
title, Lena than two mil ions, ii fact, out of the 
whole fifty composing (he nati.rnalHcvenue.it 
produced hy " TtxcV end ih wi are all levied 
more or lass upon luxuries, with the exception of 
the house-duty, now taking the place of the old 
window lax. The latter used to )ield about 
£1,700,000— the former produces the odd thou- 
sands, minus the million. A singular fact ia re- 
corded of the difference in the incidence of these 
two duties upon the melTeputitaa population. Of 
the whole window- duly London used lo 
piy only about noe-third £57,5,000 
Out of £1,700,000. ; of the house-duty II 
piys nearly one-half (£j:)0,0OO out of 
£720,000> 'jfne real of these Taxes will be 
familiar lo many readers under their title of 
" Assessed," and we are presented wilh a com- 
parison of their operation in the years 1 t;i I and 
ItScSO, From these rigores we should infer that 
servants, carriages, am) horsts were kept in 
considerably greater numbers than before, were 
il not for an explanation hy the Commissioners, 
thai the abolition of exemptions has bad ajme- 
thing to do wilh the increase. Proceeding, 
however, to items, unaffected by thia considera 
lion, we observe that more dogs are certainly 
kept than formerly! and Ihere are also more 
horsedeilers. though fewer packs of h™nds. 
Hair-povrder, tjo, exhibits — perhaps not un- 
naturally— a slow decline, but this form of poll- 
tax ia atitl raised in nbuvc a Ihousand instances. 
Gentlemen entitled to coat armour— or, at any 
rate, availing themselves of their privilege — 
appear to be rather fewer in number thin before 
—138,000 against 10,000,— but there is an in- 
crease io ihe number of prime certificates taken 
out, though the Cjmmlssioners observe ih it an 
unnecessary degree of inconvenience attaches (□ 
Ihe levy of this duly, and Ih it a lower rate 
would probably prevent evasion without 
diminishing the revenue derived, A 
circumstance recorded in connexion with 
tile carriage duties points curiously to ihe 
tenacity of a cu*to*n when once established in 
(he country.

an absolute tL^ht ^rai miide our, to allow a proceeding 
which woald stay all the buslntaa of the Court for a 
dnnaiderable tiiw\ Here there was no such absolute 
right. Mr. Justice- Dn'tE.-fsnv not only 
coucurred with Sir Alfred Stephen upon the 
Ih-h ground, but thought lhat the necessity fur a Irtal 
at law had not been niAtle out, a», tiotwithstanding the 
value of the property, the questions of tew and uf faofc 
to be decided uprm werns not more difficult than 
thnse ordinarily arising at nit* priiu* Mr, Jujtice 
I nenHT howertj ditseuted from his learned collonguea, 
lie wjih nf opinion that iha right to a trial at bar had

Mr. Uabihi hu been conspicuous in opi 
the uneniraoui verdict of the coloniu, Ua 
like himielf, had favoured the importationi of u. 
miaeii from necauity ; tome few, like hinuilf, 
who did bo, exulted io their power to 
prer>«rTe Ihtrmelvoj aid thoii familiee 
from any cimtaet with the men in whuo honti 
and ainewi itooi they were concerned. Hany 
of a better out ha4 yielded aa IndoleDt ic- 
qniMsencc in the theory of smployeti, bat im- 
mediately eubmitted to the huiherimpuliM whan 
thiy wen oonicioue of them, and readily threw 
their weight on the aide or the country which 
hud given them a fortune, and which they know 
ravirt lo many, lo whom it hu yielded no fortune, 
be a Aoeu. 

Mr. Mabsij ia fully aware of the withea 
of the colonists. Nn doubt, however, be 
deipinee them. It would he a triumph to euch 
a man In each a aphors if he could plant ■ 
nuisance at the door or theae colonies, and make 
them feel that, though he could gain no convert! 
or icceeioriei in Australia, he could obtain 
plenty in London, Happily for ui euch men 
ar« better understood at Downing aiiaet. 
ir Mr. KiUE hu no mponiibility 
the Ministers have. They call to memory the 
miichic ft inflicted by people of hii character earns 
eighty yean ago. Men who made thtmMivee 
coiepicuoui by treating with coatemptuotu in- 
difTereooc ihe pubiio opinion of the eolauier. 
Great aa Lord PAtntBsioii hu beconu, he it 
not etrong enough to fill out the plant of Mr. 
1Iab.su. The moment the compact ii vial, ted. 
by which the Ministers have bound theneolTu 
to reepect the aafety and intereeta of tbe 
Auitriliai. their moral power will be at an end. 
No doubt they can gratify Mr. Mausb without 
raising up a rebellion. We are too buy and 
too prosperous. Bat the cordial understanding 
which the cessation of IrmBporUtion.roore than 
any other event of modem times, produced be- 
tween these coloniea and England -*oul i 
cease fiem that moment. Every man would loathe 
i power perfidious, mean, and oppressive, and 
the curliest moment would be doubtlett seized 
by the daring spirits, which must be over found 
in conntriei like theae. to lepiTite from Great 
Hrilaio. We arc, however, gratified to observe 
that " Mr. Mabih's experience in a penal 
colony" did not produce any itronger impression 
on the House of Commone thin may be 
understood by laughter. 

The Miniiten have tiken the right cuune. The 
Bill which th*y propose abolishei transportation, 
or nt leut, it will be no longer imperative. The 



outcry respecting the ticket-of. I e Live men has 
euhfiidrd under the potent operation of figures 
and tUtiltici, It ia found that a comparatively 
few h-tve drawn upon tho whole bsdy a degree 
of popular odium, and that the tieket-of-Ieave 
mm who is re-convicted is all but io name the 
eatne tort of pereon as used to appear haif- 
a dozen times nt the bar befcre the ticket 
system wu known, and who wu discharged 
again ind again ere he acquired " sufficient Tand 
of m^ril " to be entitled to traiuportation. 

The power reserved to the Government to 
itnd iuch part of the convicts abroad as may he 
in rcrjueet is not objectionable, providing they 
scrupulously circumicribe the field to places 
where no injury cm be inflicted upon other 
people. Hie project of creating a merely penal 
colony, wherever tried, will entail valt expense, 
and be a diagrace to civilisation. Those who 
think otherwise are utterly ignorant of the past. 
Whatever good resulted from penal eoloniiation 
sprung out of its connection with the eetiblish- 
uent of settlers, whose increase of conne icon 
made transportation undesirable, and lhaliv 
impossible, Th? world is wide— 4 few more nr 
leu rascals in ill its populous places ia scarcely 
worth quibbling about. Besides penal colo- 
nies theie are other lands in which Erigiiah- 
.p liking villains find an arena fur their 
talents, and, at no great distance, a 
callom and a grave. Those offenders 
who are renlly reformed may be allowed 
to circulate frcly and get rid of the taint of the 
prison by travel. The Government may, with- 
out violating any duty to the coloniea, ut to the 
world, make individual exile a condition of full 
liberation. There il no wijk among intelligent 
men to bar the door of mercy, or to contract the 
means of a reformation, hut lot us never tee 
gauge of criminals, never the prison ship, never 
again the vile penal code, never the sordid task- 
miter; never again a race of colonists who, 



to their own diahoaotu-, and the 
laughter of ins world, maintain that man is 
better for having been convicted— thai the beet 
kind of labour is that gotten from tbe hulks. 
Let Us heir no more that the prosperity of the 
culoniei depend! on that kind of men who 
" knock down " their wages whenever they have 
the luck to get uy j let us not be told 
that the very noblest ipecimeni of gentle blood, 
of high spirit, of manly honour, are those who, 
from then youth up, have spent their time in 
hectormg over convict servant*, and icimpiring 
after wild cattle. 

Some have paiied unscathed the terrible 
ordeal ; but who ean count the number! who 
have mlsied the object of human existence ? 
The generation who uw chain gangs triangles 
and the gallows in full power, must die out 
before Mr. Maxsrr will oeue to be deemed the 
enemy of the Australia!,

LegnSitiv* Council of Bouth Australia, a man 
of high reputation and great local influence. 
There are other namea well known, but we prefer 
to select from the most conspicuous, whose 
combination it a pledge u well at their character, 
that no petty or partial project will receive their 
sanction. 

Wi quite agree with a contemporary, that 
the form of a federal tin ion of 
the colony should have some better 
inspiration than leaders in the tyrinsy 
Morning Htratd. No one mnit be inr- 
prised, if, when the desire for federation is uni- 
verallly expressed, we an inclined lo claim 
■one credit in having sketched a plan which 
hu obtained the approbation of all 
thee* London gentlemen. It it a plan 
which leavei every colony free as before, 
which leave* lo etch colony the right to 
stand aloof, and to work oat in its own way Lte 
own destiny ; which secure! to tbe weikest 
colony a perfect protection against th* self will 
and injustice of the atrongeet; which sell attde 
for the time moat of the practical difficulties in 
(he way of federation, and which gives the Ant 
steps Yjv which we may reach at latt the 
higher object* end advantages of federal govern- 
ment. 

We should have been sorry to iee federation 
forced upon the people, and especially we 
should here regretted to have icen it* action 
limited by any other rule than experience may 
furnish. It It impossible to tay how many 
question! should be the subject of united 
legislation ; but by common consent they may 
be transferred one by one from local Assemblies 
to a general Legislature, and according to the 
light Of time we may gradually approach to n 
more perfect organic unity. Thiie are, how- 
ever, all subject* for careful and ttpirst* con 
attUratiou. The Bill recommended by these 
gentlemen, being a permissive bill, will lie 
dormant unlets two colonies -.oneent to act 
upon it. It may be according to treaty between 
them, and relate to one thing or to 
twenty, as they ohooso. It may be 
compoted of representatives cr merely dele- 
gates who will receive instructions from their 
own colonies, dictating the course which they 
must pursue. 

Thi* appiars to be a ewe whew th. 
tint movement must be made by 
tbe Imperial Government. Were th,« 
colonise required to unite in cotiairtictin>r 
a plan before any imps rial authorisation were 
aiven to act, w* feu there would hr 
groat difficulties in the wty of negotiation. If, 
instead of dependencies they were Stale*, thvy 
would Unt settle details and then enter into 
federation. At present they have no power 
beyond their own territory, and the chief thing 
to be done seems to be to enable them to act, and 
then leave to their own discretion the lime and 
the mode of action. The Bill will not abstract 
one farthing from our revenue or impose one 
obligation on our legiela'ors. It may be dor- 
mant for ten years, or, if the necessity should 
appear, it could be brought at once into opera- 
tion. It it not improbable that those who op- 
poic everything will be inimical to this measure. 
They wiU see in it snares of all kinds, and e* pe- 
cially they will grudge to Mr, Wststwoutii 
and his colleagues the honour of its introduc- 
tion. Then will be nothing t-. hinder 
gentlemen of thit tort exerciting 
ell their ingenuity and making iheir *pno,iiioo 
at intense is possible. It i* our impression that 
every day we shall not only ft el ihe want of 
union among the colonies for material objoets 
which they all contemplate, but that 
we shall discover an increasiig numbt-r 
of autyect* wbirh ought to be hciuded 
in united legislation. We ire gratified 
to tee gentlemen of Inch various parties 
md opinion! so far above a mere national preju- 
dice on the one side — willing to learn from the 
experience of America, and to cooy those por- 
tions of her constitutions which[may be en 
grafted upon othert which are essentially Briush. 
These are dictated, not by political theories, but 
by parallel requirements arising from tho condi- 
tion of both countries,: li'is a mistake to suppose 
that federation means republicanism. The 
British Parliament itself is a fe deration 
of kingdoms. The United Provinces 
to the family of Orange. 



The free cities of Italy and Germany 
whore combined in one body politic under an 
imperial Crown. The form of £ Chief Mtgis- 
traoy will bs influenced far mora by the spirit 
which gtvei rise to it* Institution than by th* 
organiiitioti of whieh it ia the centre and bond. 

We are far from inclined to precipitate thou 
ulterior changes which are sometimes predicted 
in spite, and sometimes foretold in 
the spirit and tone of philosophy. 
The recent course of the English. Govern- 
ment In colonial ma iters, has not only 
neutralised the anti-British spirit, but almost 
destroyed it. A generous concession of free- 
dun on the one tide, and a profound reliance 
upon the humanity, moderation, and intelligence 
upon the other aid* of ih s globe, will leave little 
disposition to debate abstract theories of political 
dependence, much leas to haxtrd present advan- 
tage! in order (o test them. Whether there should 
be uny public action on the aubject or not, at 
present, may be doubtful, considering the great 
meunre. which will require Ihe attention of 
the ooloniea for wme tune to come. The 
Colonial Association will be justified, however, 
in interpreting silence as content— u to the 
preliminary steps whieh they have reoommendod 
to Her Majesty'* Government, and which will 
•till leave to each colony its own free choice 
whethtr it will. 01 not. accept the boon. 



Th* Columbian has returned to our port after 
performing her first trip with a degree of suc- 
cess that mapirei the hope that, when an extra 
tteamer is supplied, the mail service will be car- 
ried out with ihe promised punctuality. The 
budget of newt ihe brin^e, though not exciting, 
ii highly interesting. The political movements 
in the mother country us specially worthy of 
attention by Australian colanitts, who, in apply- 
ing to their own circumstances ihe forms Df 
Re-ponsible Government, may learn much by 
watching the stilt vitd operation or those 
forms in tho country where they were first pro- 
duced. 

'Ihe Pattnerabm Parliament had ttut end 
got to work with aa air of businsss 
that it would not be a misfortune to see im- 
tated in our antipodean assemblies. The Royal 
Speech wu certainly not a particularly pro- 
mising document, and the Government hu 
m*de no pretention* to * out-liber tl the libe- 
ral!. Lord PAHtsnsToir hu never been 
kn;wn aa either in heart or profession * 
eading reformer, having boon elwny* much 
more dispnred lo conserve than (o alter. Yet It 
•semi that to him is likely to fall ths honour 
of carrying through the Home of Commons the 
second great Reform Bill. Other reformers of 
established reputation waive their right ofpre- 
rtdenoe to give him scope, and help bin to 
ctny meuuret which they hive ln vain at- 
tempted to paes themselves. From Lord Pai- 
uEi.Totr no revolutiouary than get are to be ex- 
pected, but hi* practised insight into th* real 
wishes or the country, and the pressure from 
without, will induce him to propose such a pro- 
gressive policy ai will satisfy the greet bulk ef 
the community. We raid at present or no 
factious counter- demons trstiono on the pirt or 
the BXlrenlt rofonntrt ; no threat* of obstruc- 
tions if the measure doei not come op to their 
standard, tf Lord IVlvtshtoh'i bill 1* really 
a good one, it will be accepted even by those 
who may think that it does not go fat enough. 
Honest politicians, who are conscientious in th* 
opinions they profeia, and who have not adopted 
ihem merely to aerve as itepping-stonsi to 
power, ot place, or popularity, io not refute to 
push them forward a stage even undet the 
leadership of one who hu been frequently an 
opponent-. 

The dissolution has eaten too much Into thi 
heart of ihe session to allow time for a thorough 
discussion of the reforms needed ; and the bill, 
though distinctly promised, li postponed till the 
following session — which ia done without hring- 
ittg down on the Pnmrcn'e hold charges of 
insincerity tad evasion. A bill lo remove Jew- 
ish dUtsbililies ii, however, brought forward 
with the certainly of its being carried through 
the Commont, md with more chance than it hts 
ever yet had of getting through the Lords. A 
measure is altrj promised lo deal with the vexed 
question of Church ratee. 

The Transportation Bill will relieve 
many anxieties * that hive been lately 
awakened on this subject in Australia ; 
and still more satisfactory ja it to observe that, at 
a public meeting in the city consisting of in- 
fluential ]»raan>, resolutions were proposed 
virtually involving the conclusion that trans- 
portation is an evasion of the duties imposed fay 
the presence of a criminal population, ind that 
it it the part of Britain to find out rather how to 
reform offenders that to discover whore to ea- 
p aviate them. 

f™ America the news ii peaceM. The 
new English repress ntatire hid been well re- 
ceived, and there mi i prospect of harmony 
for the fu'.ure. Lord Palushsto?' had received 
satisfactory assurance* that no filibustering 
intentions were entertained with Teapeet 
to the land near the Panami railroad, 
All that tbe Americana profess to desire is gua- 
ranteed protection for their countrymen cross- 
ing the isthmus, and to the BrS li-h. Pbeiiibb 
it seem* not only proper, but se 
proper that he deems it right to se- 
cure the same guarantee for British 
subjects, and has dctpalthcl S3 adequate navel 
force ti the spot in order to secure this end- 
It will be satisfactory to Australians, who are 
1 oktng forward tj the establishment of the 
l'snama route as one of the great highways to 
Kurtipe. to know that a British fleet keeps 
watch and ward over the tsthtnus, and guards 
the trm.sit against interruption from the passion 
or avarice of the semi- barbarous people who 
claim the country.

It appears that the expedi- 
tion of the Anglo-Bengal army against Mo'h tu- 
mor ah tailed for Bushire before the newi of the 
treaty bad reached that plica. Mohtnmoiali 
fell into our hands with trifling lots ; but tiro 
Incidents occurred which give a tragic character 
to the war.

Early in the day then wore sign* of tn apptnraohing 
storm, the atmosphere waa sultry ind oppressive, sa3 
appeared lo he gnaiiy charged with eleolrieity. 
As. nit a™ o'clock, south of the town, wen I 
nimlalistga of diatani thunder, and very 
iftvrwHdB the storm poured out its faff 
over th* town. The flnehti of lightning 
were intensely rivid and forked, and ihe eras bra 
of thunder were most awful — shsking the foitndarion* 
of hotiset and c*u*ing feairnil cnruiemalinn. With 
liltlc cettationtha rain fell in unests forhalf.aB-honr 
deluging the itrect* in the tjtntn of the town, and 
rendering many placet Impassable for a long latvo 
afkorwarda, Tht eleotrlo fluid deeendrd near tfctt 
station of the Ureal Western Railway, damaging th* 
end of one of tho abed*, bait ant to to tttiau, in 
extent at at flm nnllcipaltd. The storm punned il* 
comae norihwnnla, and un tho Oxfordshire hills a Ml 
of lire lei I, which shattered aotne tree* and did othtx 
ttrloui drimaue, In the villages of Twyford and War. 
grave the storm prjved equally fearful. The north 
pinnacle of WaTRravc Church waa truck and natch 
injured, and th* ttectlio Snid dcswitdei to a vault 
beneath, making an oxtensiva aperture thr mgh tho 
atonrwotk A large and handsome Ire* on the Itwm 
of Park-place, the scat of Mr E. Fuller MutlaruV, 
wai ■tripped nf thr lurk, and a number of trees be- 
tween Twyfjird and Beading were fearfully that*tr«L 
In Ihe latter village an inn, near the railway itation, 
WH atruck at one comer, ind damigett, and the in- 
mate* wen grcAtlyalriTrMfi, hut providentially nothing 
fatal Declined. The extent of mischief by thli ttortn 
hat not been thoroughly aacMtaiiud, hut it mutt be 
very great.
